Traces history of Human Rights from earliest times. After establishment of the United Nations, Human Rights developed into 
binding laws. Basis is the Universal Declaration of Human Rights (UDHR), passed by the United Nations General Assembly on 
December 10, 1948. Exhibit includes complete text of UDHR on UN stamps. It examines Covenants and Conventions that 
legalize Human Rights, describes non-governmental organizations working to end abuses of Human Rights around the world, and 
concludes that maintaining Human Rights preserves and promotes Freedom.
